This caked pow­ 
der is as hard as steel, and if I were 
to try to get It out with instruments I 
would ruin several, dollars' worth of 
tools. W ater Is the thing to use. W a­ 
ter is tile greatest solvent known, bur 
very few people, particularly people 
who handle guns, seem to appreciate it. 
They nearly always try to clean their 
gun barrels with oil when w ater will 
do the work twice as well. 
“You use this rifle mostly for shoot­ 
ing frogs, don't you? 
I thought so. 
That is what most men use a .22 can­ 
tor for. 
And yon sometimes shoot it 
several hundred times a dHy, and yon 
find it too much trouble to wipe it out 
every few shots. Ain’t I right? I knew 
It. 
Now, let me tell you what to do. 
Get a small syringe that you can carry 
Iii your vest pocket, aud after every 
tea or twelve shots squirt a syringeful 
of w ater Into the barrel of your gun 
frem the breech, then shoot a cartridge 
out of It while It Is wet. 
If you will 
follow this plan, you can shoot your 
guu 10,000 times and never need to 
clean It. The w ater softens the powder 
that has accumulated in the rifles and 
the bullet forces it out. 
‘T s e plenty of w ater In the barrel of 
your rifle, very little oil in the look, 
and never under any circumstances put 
coal oil in .the works, ami you will save 
yourself much vexation and always 
have a smooth working gun."-—Si. Lou­ 
is Republic.

THE HANDY FO LDING RULE. 


Am O ld S ta n d b y o f th e M ee h a n le In 
G re a te r D e m a n d T h a n E v e r. 
“There are about a million different 
kinds of rules,” said a dealer In hard­ 
ware and tools, "the rules being some­ 
thing of well nigh universal use in one 
form or another in pretty much all 
trades, bot here's one old standby that 
we sell more of now' than ever, this be­ 
ing the folding rule. 
"There are plenty of rules that fold, 
the commonly known two foot rule 
being a familiar example, but this par­ 
ticular old rule that I speak of Is know n 
by name as the folding rule. 
"It is made in foot long sections, in 
various lengths, ranging from two to 
ten feet and over ten, lf required, but 
three feet, five feet, any uuniber of 
feet, the rule, whatever its total length, 
folds up completely into a bundle a 
foot long. The slats ar*' thin and fold­ 
ed up. and even a ten foot rule takes 
up little room. It can be quite conven­ 
iently carried in the pocket. 
"Lots of people use folding rules— 
plumbers, for instance, in measuring 
pipes and in measuring places for 
pipes. 
In measuring a distance great­ 
er than the spread of the arm s w itll a 
tape two men are required, but one 
man can measure with a folding rule 
as far as the rule ran reach, and with 
such a rule lie cun, single handed. 
measure around corners or in the an­ 
gles of wall and ceiling or In any other 
bend or crevice. We sell lots of them 
nowadays to electricians, who use them 
In measuring for wiring houses, and 
we sell them to various other users, 
the six foot rule being the one most 
commonly sold. 
"Such roles, of whatever length, are 
sold by the foot, at 8 cents a foot."— 
New York Sun.

“ I don’t suppose I ever told you the 
story of how a prisoner of war allowed 
Ilia gratitude?” 
"No. Let us bare It.” 
“ It was toward the close of the civil 
war that I was placed In charge of the 
officers’ hospital at Hampton. Va., aud 
Jm*t back of Fortress Monroe. 
I found 
a good many Invalid Union officers in 
the hospital, and there were between 
fifty and sixty Confederate officers 
there, all ill and all prisoners, 
My In­ 
structions in regard to the care and 
feeding of them were to take the same 
care of their living as was given to the 
Colon men. I attempted to carry out 
these Instructions in spirit as well as 
letter. 
“There was another Chicago surgeon 
at the hospital besides myself, but lie 
was under nu*. 
My work was ngr«*e- 
able, and I found the* ( ’onfederates a 
gentlemanly set of fellow** who had 
done their duty as they saw* It. suffered 
aud were now about really to begin to 
prepare for a better kind of living than 
• making war. 
Amoug them was 
a 
young lieutenant, Ellis I m*w Is, to w’hoiu 
I took quite u fancy. 
“One day la making my rounds and 
on fem bing the Confederates I found 
them pale, lr* milling, unnerved. In en­ 
deavoring to ascertain what was wrong 
j with them I found that they had not 
bud meat for more than a week, that 
their rations were being kept from 
them. 
Lieutenant Lewis said this bud 
been going on for some time. 
“ ‘Still.’ suid I. *i bar® given explicit 
orders that you shall be fed the same 
as the I Ilion officers bere, aud I have : 
gjveu no orders that meat shall he kept 
from you.’ 
" Hut we get no meat,’ answered 
Lewis. 
“ I culh*d tip the Chicago man who 
| wan in charge of the feeding of the 
prisoners and who Is now a prominent 
citizen, and I asked him lf tie was re- 
sjxuislble for depriving the Confeder­ 
ate officers of meat. lie said he was. I 
asked him why he did this when I had 
given contrary older*. 
“ *I)o you lap poi ®,* he asked, *1 am 
going to give these men any more than 
I can help when their government is 
starving our poop!® In Libby and An­ 
dersonville?* 
" ’That has nothing to do with this 
case,’ I said. ’You will feed these men 
as I have directed or one of us will 
leave this hospital. Charges will tie 
preferred against you. sud I will make 
( them. VV® will have humanity here or 
( I will know why.’ 
“ The meat came after that. 
“ Shortly after this Incident took 
place I burned that charges had l**en 
preferred agaiust me to General But- j 
for. 
I was accused of favoring the 
Confederates That was a pretty seri­ 
ous charge In those days, hut I was 
compelled to laugh when I found out 
that the charges were based upon my 
having required that Confederate aud 
Union sick should be fed alike. 
"Colonel Hcbaeffer of General But* 
IW s staff was directed to visit rn® 
with a board of Inquiry and Investi­ 
gate th® matter. I saw Schaeffer be­ 
fore the board commenced work, and 
he iffitd to me: 
** T M I Is very serious busine®®, doc­ 
tor. You ar® charged with favoring the 
Confederate®, 
and 
General 
Butler 
wants all the facts.' 
“ ’My Instructions,’ I replied, ‘have 
been to discriminate against tioue In 
this hospital. I do not understand that 
I am to feed I aion men and starve 
Confederate*. 
I do not understand 
that course Is Justified by any rules of 
warfare. What the Confederates them­ 
selves are doing doe® not concern me 
so far as the conduct of tills hospital ta 
concerned. I am not here to slaughter 
prisoners. You go I ai ck and ask Gener­ 
al Butler lf it Is desired by him that I 
sh* 11 make this hospital a halfway ■ 
, ground between a battlefield and a 
graveyard. B y 
, lf it is rn fight the 
proposition!* 
“Colonel Schaeffer posted off to Gen­ 
eral Butler at once and told him what 
I had sail! and also my detailing the 
circumstance* of the meat order. Did 
Ben was a pretty shrewd man aud sa­ 
gacious In many things. When Schaef­ 
fer had finished, be look is] up and re­ 
mark 
“ *I 
alone 
“ Aud they did. 
“ Some time after this a new batch of 
prisoners was brought to us and lodged 
iu th® same part of the hospital the oth­ 
er Confederates were Lu. They had only 


been there a short time when one rainy 
night Lieutenant Lewis, sick, barefoot­ 
ed. hatless, made his way to my head­ 
quarters and roused me. 
“ ‘Doctor,’ be said, ‘you have been 
right with us. and we wish to show 
you that we can reciprocate. The new 
prisoners that have come in are armed. 
I bey purpose in the uight to overcome 
the guard, kill him and get away. I 
come to warn you. but you must pro­ 
tect roe, for if they know I bad betray­ 
ed them they would kill me.’ 
“ I had only a single guard at the hos­ 
pital. and an escape meant the ruin of 
my reputation. I got Lewis into a safe 
place and telegraphed Fortress Monroe 
for troops to be sent as fast as they 
could com®. I made It a rush message, 
and I got them fast. The hospital was 
surrounded, and In due time the new 
prisoners were disarmed and the escape 
prevented. 
“ I 
shivered through 
until 
I 
had 
enough soldiers on hand to save myself. 
It was too close a ca!!, lf the prisoners 
had escaped. I could never have ex­ 
plained the matter, especially In view 
of the fact that I had stood out for 
treating them with humanity at a time 
when most sane men were strongly 
prejudiced against acting toward the 
south w’lth auy mercy.” —Chicago Rec­ 
ord-Herald.

It Is Green In Color and For 
collar Headon. 
It is a very curious fact that certain 
plants grow am! thrive on the hair of 
(lotbs. Apart from its extremely coarse 
and brittle nature, the most striking 
peculiarity of the outer hair of the 
sloth is its more or less decidedly green 
tinge. Now. green Is a very rare color 
among ma rn ma Is. and there ought, 
therefor®, to I e some special reason for 
Its development in the sloth, and, as a 
matter of fact, the means by which 
this coloration Is produced is one of 
the most marvelous phenomena in the 
whole animal kingdom, so marvelous. 
Indeed, that It Is at first almost impos­ 
sible to believe that It Is true. 
The object of this peculiar type of 
coloration Is. of course, to assimilate 
the animal to its leafy surroundings 
and thus to render It as inconspicuous 
as possible, and w'ben hanging In its 
usual position from the underside of 
a bough Its long, coarse and green 
; tinged balr Is stated to render the sloth 
almost 
indistinguishable 
from) the 
bunches of gray green lichens among 
w’hich it dw’ells. 
In the outer sheath 
of the hairs of the at there are a num­ 
ber of transverse cracks, and In these 
cracks grows a primitive type of plant 
—namely, a one celled alga. 
And for the benefit of uonbotnnlcal 
readers it may be well to mention here 
that alga?, among w hich seaweeds are 
Included, form a group of flowerless 
plants related on the one hand to the 
fungi and on the other to the lichens. 
In the moist tropical forests forming 
the bom® of the sloths the alga* In the 
cracks of their hairs grow readily and 
thus communicate to the entire coat 
that general grew tint which, as al­ 
ready sa bl. Is reported to render them 
almost Indistinguishable from the chas­ 
ter* of lichen among which they hang 
•Utq tended.—Knowledge.

This prevents their getting lust 
aud torn Iu the wash. 
After “ getting up” laces do not leave 
them to air In a damp place- round 
the fire when the kettle Is boiling, for 
instance. TUI® rolls them of their fresh- , 
ness and makes them look limp. 
All laces before being ironed should 
t»e carefully pulled out. each point re­ 
ceiving attention. 
You will be repaid 
for your trouble, as Hie lace will look 
twit® as nice aud last clean a much 
longer time.

The principal buildings for the ex­ 
position will be arranged according 
to a symmetrical plan somewhat In j 
the form of a fan, In the northeastern 
part cf the Forest park seetion of 
the grounds.

“I don’t suppose I ever told you the 
story of how a prisoner of war showed 
his gratitude?” 
"No. Let us hove it.” 
“It was toward the close of the civil 
war that I was placed iii charge of the 
officers’ hospital at Hampton. Va., aud 
Just back of Fortress Monroe. I found 
a good many invalid Union officers in 
tile hospital, aud there were between 
fifty aud sixty Confederate officers 
there, all ligand all prisoners. 
My In­ 
structions in regard to the care and 
feeding of them were to take the same 
care of their living as was given to the 
Union men. I attempted to carry out 
these Instructions in spirit as well as 
letter. 
“There was another Chicago surgeon 
at the hospital besides myself, but lie 
was under me. 
My work was agree­ 
able, and I found the Confederates a 
gentlemanly set of fellows who had 
done their duty as Abey saw It, suffered 
aud were now about ready to begin to 
prepare for a better kind of living than 
nm king war. 
Among them was a 
young lieutenant, Ellis Lewis, to whom 
I look quite a fancy. 
"One day iti making my rounds and 
on reaching the Confederates I found 
them pale, trembling, unnerved. In en­ 
deavoring to ascertain what was w rong 
with them I found that they had not 
had meat for more than a week, that 
their rations were being kept from 
them. 
Lieutenant Lewis said this had 
been going on for some time. 
‘‘ •Still.’ said I. ‘I have given explicit 
orders that you shall he fed the same 
as the I Ilion officers here, aud I have 
gjveu no orders that meat shall he kept 
from you.’ 
“ But we get no meat,’ answered : 
Lewis. 
“ I called up the Chicago man who 
was In charge of the feeding of the 
prisoners and who Is now a prominent 
citizen, aud I asked him lf he was re­ 
sponsible for depriving the Confeder­ 
ate officers of meat. He said he was. I 
asked him why he did this when I had 
given contrary orders. 
" ‘Do you suppose.’ ho asked, *1 am 
going to give these men any more than 
I can help when their government is 
starving our people In Libby and An­ 
dersonville?’ 
“ ‘T hat has nothing to do with this 
case,’ I said. ’You will feed these men 
as I have directed or one of us will 
leave this hospital. Charges will be 
preferred against you. and I will make 
them. We will have humanity here or 
I will know why.’ 
“The meat came after th a t 
“Shortly after this Incident took 
place I learned that charges bad been 
preferred against me to General But­ 
ler. 
I was accused of favoring the 
Confederate*. That was a pretty seri­ 
ous charge in those days, but I was 
compelled to laugh when I found out 
that the charges were based upon my 
having required that Confederate and 
Union sick should be fed alike. 
"Colonel Schaeffer of General But­ 
ler’s staff was directed to visit me 
with a board of Inquiry and investi­ 
gate the matter. I saw Schaeffer be­ 
fore the board commenced work, and 
he (%ld to me: 
" ’This is very serious business, doc­ 
tor. You are charged with favoring the 
Confederates, 
nnd 
General 
Butler 
wants all the facts.’ 
" ‘My Instructions,’ I replied, ‘have 
been to discriminate against none In 
this hospital. I do not understand that 
I am to feed Union men and starve 
Confederates. 
I do not understand 
that course is justified by any rules of 
w arfare. W hat the Confederates them­ 
selves are doing does not concern me 
so far as the conduct of tiffs hospital is 
concerned.

A strange and almost unknown part 
of tin* population (if it can be called 
than of tile British Isles is the queer 
senffwild folk known as sea gypsies. 
Real gypsies they are. differing from 
their fellow gypsies in the fact that 
they always live on the sea and that, 
never having mingled with landsmen. 
their type is much purer and more 
nearly resembles the original. 
There are about 500 sea gypsies In , 
Britain. 
They cruise along tile coast, 
seldom touching the land, but always 
c-lose to it, in oh! and weatherbeaten 
craft that may 
have curried their 
grandfathers. 
When tile tide Is out, the old craft i 
will often drop anchor by a sand bank 
island far out ai sea. and her crew will 
I grub for cockles with their hands, fill 
lug a score of baskets, but saying noth­ 
ing to en -h other, for they are almost j 
out of tin* habit of speech. 
They find 
fifty shellfish where the ordinary fisher­ 
man finds one. but they rarely do the j 
same thing two days running, aud in :

Their hair Is always either 
jet hlaek or golden. 
They are still of 
almost pure Norse or Danish descent, 
never having used the land and mixed 
with the shore folk to any extent.

is told by a correspondent of M. A. P. 
He writes: “When I was staying some 
years ago in Philadelphia with G. W. 
Childs, the well knowu proprietor of 
The Ledger newspaper there, I noticed 
at dinner one evening a peculiarly shap­ 
ed gilt stand used as a support for a 
china dish containing grapes. My host, 
observing that I was scanning it rather 
closely, said: ’Oh. that is the coronet 
Lord Brougham wore at the queen’s 
coronation. 
I have taken out the vel­ 
vet cap and turned It upside down. 
The golden balls form excellent feet, 
and it makes a most elegant dish 
stand.’ Which it certainly did.” 
But what is the fate of coronets com­ 
pared with the fate ,of coronation 
robes? A large portion of George IV.’s 
wardrobe. 
Including the coronation 
robes, was put at public auction in th* 
summer of 1831. 
There were 120 lots 
disposed of, and some of the Items sr* 
Interesting. A pair of fine kid trouaers, 
of ample dimensions and lined with 
white satin, was sold for 12 shillings. 
The sumptuous crimson velvet corona­ 
tion mantle, with silver star, embroid­ 
ered with gold, which cost originally, 
according to the auctioneer, £500, was 
knocked down for 47 guineas; a richly 
embroidered silver tissue coronation 
waistcoat and trunk hose, £13. 
The 
purple velvet coronation robe, embroid­ 
ered with gold, of which It w as said to

Perhaps the most interesting of Christ- 
mas superstitions to the young people is 
that which puts the maid under the curse 
of another year’s ct* 11 ba CJT unless she be 
kissed under the mistletoe at Christ mas.

A fitting plum is one under which the 
maiden must pass.

grieved sorely and yearned with such 
good effect for the return of the old cus­ 
tom that today the season is kept as their 
chief festival by English speaking people. 
About that period there was published 
at Oxford a document entitled “Au Hue 
and Cry For Christmas” which reveals 
quaintly the popular yearning. 
“Any man or 
woman • • * that 
can give any knowledge or tell any tid­ 
ings of an old, old, very old, gray boarded 
gentleman called Christmas, who was 
wont to be a verie familiar ghost and 
visile all aorta of people, both pore and 
rich, and used to appear in glittering 
gold, silk and silver in the court, and in 
all dupes in the theater in Whitehall aud 
had ringing, feasts and jollity, in all 
places, both in the citie and countrie for 
his comtnlng • ar • whosoever can tel 
what is become of bim, or where he may 
be found, let them bring birn back again I 
into England.” 
Ho back again he came, but not to the I 
same honors as of old. 
Never again was 
there to be such feasting as in the old j 
days, all the public ceremonial which 
used to greet bim was gone forever. To- ; 
day the Christmas celebration Is an event 
of the boree and the children among re- J 
united families instead of the gay street !

•round the blazing Yule log iii the cinter 
of hia hail, the abbot’s capons aud good 
ale warmed the heart of the penniless 
wanderer if he did not choose farming 
bouse or hall to spend the Yuletide lo. 
Anywhere he would Im* royally enter­ 
tained, for every one had hia own Yule 
log and wassail bowl, and the average bill 
of fare may be judg(*d from this gem 
from Evans’ collection of old ballads:

P arachute jum ping 1s not so danger­ 
ous now as it used to be. In the old 
days the parachute hung at the side of 
the balloon, beld by a slipknot At the 
moment of muking the descent the aer­ 
onaut. seated ou the trapes* bar of tile 
balloon, was obliged at almost the 
sam e Instant to pull the cutoff rope 
which released the parachute from the 
body of the balloon, to Jerk free the 
knot holding the parachute bar within 
reach and to make good his hold upon 
th<‘ latter at the right moment. 
More than one balloonist at such a 
moment has seen the parachute swing 
free at the top, but not at Its lower 
fastening, and turn bottom side up 
before lie could leap from the balloon 
trapeze. 
To jum p in such a manner 
as to clear tile parachute and turn It 
completely over without tangllug the 
lines is a delicate operation, requiring 
fine courage and decision. In view of 
the fact that the slightest hitch In­ 
volves certain death. 
This danger has 
been completely obviated by attaching 
the parachute by safety cutoff hooks 
to the ring beneath the balloon. 
Another danger which threatens the 
balloonist who ascends in a hot air 
balloon or In a gas balloon either, for 
that matter, lf there nro any fireworks 
exploding on the ground wbeu the bal­ 
loon makes Its flight.

Au accident to a balloon causing it 
to drop back to the earth before It had 
reached an altitude at which the aero­ 
naut could with safety cut loose his 
parachute was that which happened at 
Sterling, III., last summer. 
C. Sim­ 
mons, a young aeronaut, was ascend­ 
ing in a monster hot air balloon which 
exploded w hen only 
feet high. Sim­ 
mons endeavored to cut the parachute 
loose from the wreck of the balloon. 
The umbrella shaped contrivance did 
not have time to open, ami man and 
parachute shot down to earth w ith tor 
rifling rapidity. 
Hundreds sickened

Only a few weeks ago a fatal balloon 
accident occurred near Lasalle, 111. 
Mrs. L. A. Seeley, known professional­ 
ly as Lillian Le Fay. made an ascen­ 
sion from Lasalle on Oct. 9.

Parachute Jumping Is not so danger­ 
ous now as It used to be. In the old 
days the parachute hung at the side of 
the balloon, held by a slipknot At the 
moment of making the descent the aer­ 
onaut. seated ou the trapeze bar of the 
balloon, was obliged at almost the 
same Instant to pull the cutoff rope 
which released the parachute from the 
body of the balloon, to Jerk free the 
knot holding the parachute bar within 
reach and to make good bis hold upon 
the latter at the right moment. 
More than one balloonist at such a 
moment has seen the parachute swing 
free at the top. but not at Its lower 
fastening, and turn bottom side up 
before he could leap from the balloon 
trapeze. 
To Jump In such a manner 
as to clear the parachute and turn it 
completely over without tangliug the 
lines is a delicate operation, requiring 
flue courage and decision, in view of 
the fact that the slightest hitch In­ 
volves certain death. This danger has 
been completely obviated by attaching 
the parachute by safety cutoff books 
to the ring beneath the balloon. 
Another danger which threatens the 
balloonist who ascends in a hot air 
balloon or in a gas balloon either, for 
that matter, lf there are any fireworks 
exploding on the ground when the bal­ 
loon makes its flight, is fire. 
Many aeronauts have learned to 
guide the parachutes to a certain ex­ 
tent by throwing their weight to this 
side or that while descending and also 
by pulling the ropes attached to the 
ends of the parachute and slanting it 
Just as a sailor can direct the course 
of his boat by slacking off or sheetiug 
in bis sails. 
Marian De Vey. who is known pro­ 
fessionally as La Paloma, the skirt 
dancing aeronaut of the La Thorns 
Ballooning company, Is said to be able 
to exercise more control over ber para­ 
chute than any other aeronaut.

striking the water with the force of de­ 
scent and even lf be retains conscious- 


out in despair for some\ one to save 
him. As the man struck the water he 
became entangled In the ropes of the 
parachute aud drowned before the eyes 
of the hundreds who lined the banka of 
the reservoir unable to do anything to 
assist him. 
An accident to a balloon causing it 
to drop back to the earth before it had 
reached an altitude at which the aero­ 
naut could with safety cut loose his 
parachute was that which happened at 
Sterling, IU., last summer. 
C. Sim­ 
mons. a young aeronaut, was ascend­ 
ing In a monster hot air balloon which 
exploded when only 300 feet high. Sim­ 
mons endeavored to cut the parachute 
loose from the wreck of the balloon. 
The umbrella sbuped contrivance did 
not have time to open, and man and 
parachute shot down to earth with ter­ 
rifying rapidity. 
Hundreds sickened 
at tile sight, and many women fainted 
cs the young man struck the ground 
with a thud that could be heard for 
blocks. It was found that the aeronaut 
was not dead, though terribly bruised 
and lacerated. 
Dragginl for miles by a runaway bal­ 
loon and thou hurled, battered, uncon­ 
scious and dying, through an attic win­ 
dow was tile terrible experience of 
Frank McBride, an aeronaut, at Ulmer 
Park, New York, last July. Though

Mr. Harry La Thoma of Chicago, a 
veteran balloonist who bas made 23(1 
ascensions, says that the most thrilling 
experience of Ida career wna an ascent 
he made at Battle Creek. Midi., on 
July 4, 1880. In each hand as he as 
cended he bejd a Roman caudle, ignited 
at the moment tile ba Norm was cut 
free. The Instant he shot upward he 
heard bls assistant say, “She’s on fire!” 
Glancing up at the balloon, he saw a 
flame leaping up one side of the bag 
He says his heart Jumped with Joy 
when he saw that the fire was on the 
side of the balloon opposite to that on 
which the parachute, bis only hope of 
safety, was secured. There was still 
one chance In a hundred for him. 
WoufQ the balloon last long enough to 
carry him to a height at which he 
could with any chance of safety cut 
loose the parachute? On that hung the 
whole problem of life and death. 
Suddenly up from the earth below 
came the sound of a terrific explosion 
followed 
immediately 
afterward 
by 
heartrending shrieks. 
Looking down 
ward he saw that the fireworks stored 
on the platform in the center of the 
great crowd had exploded, wounding 
many people and starting a panic, and 
from bis position overhead every move­ 
ment of the frightened, 
struggling 
crowds beneath him could be distinctly 
seen. 
So there he bung with death 
above and below him. 
He held on to his trapeze liar with 
a sickening horror growing on bim. 
waiting for the end trad hoping It 
would at least be quick and without 
torture. He waited while the fire crawl­ 
ed around the bag and began Hoking 
at the ropes of the parachute. Then at 
the last moment of grace he cast loose, 
And, though be struck the earth with 
great force and was badly bruised, he 
received no permanent injury.

culm inated In a gram! Christmas day 
m assacre. 
Diocletian was the Bornan who de­ 
cided to celebrate tlie date by killing 
off a few Christians, lie did so with 
ai vengeance. Tile most horrible deed 
perpetrated during the festival was on 
C hristm as day, when Hie assembled 
C hrist tuns, gathered In their place of 
meeting, were set upon and slaughter­ 
ed, while the Romans looked on in 
«re*t glee at the sight of antipagan 
people being put to death for their re­ 
ligion’s sake. 
W hen Rome was no longer a pagan 
astate, the feast began to lie celebrated

ly shock the strictly orthodox church­ 
goer of the present day. At that time 
there were no excursion trains to carry 
those who wished to take part iii a 
public celebration from point to point, 
mud the electric telegraph had not been 
thought of.

Owing 
to this Indifference to precedents the 
exact date when the birth of Christ 
ought to be kept was hopelessly lost. 
On only one thing were all the an­ 
cients agreed—namely, that the festival 
In commemoration of the birth of 
Christ ought to be tile most magnifi­ 
cent of tile year. In some eases It was 
kept up for days aud the meaning of 
the festival was forgotten long before 
the revelers returned to their homos 
aga iu. 
It Is Interesting to observe that the 
custom of giving presents at Christ­ 
mas time, which has survived to this 
day. was begun in the first days of the 
Christmas feast 
So was the custom 
that is known as carol singing. 
The 
songs of today are based on the event 
that makes Christmas day a time of 
rejoicing, but at that time they were 
not overparticular aa to tho subject 
chosen by the singers. In fact It would 
be difficult to find In some of them an 
excuse for the singing of such ditties at 
a religious festival. 
It is a striking feature of this Christ­ 
mas celebration that from Its earliest 
recorded history there is uo sentiment 
In connection with It but those of kind­ 
liness 
and 
good 
feeling. 
However 
much the old style of 
celebrating 
Christmas might be objectionable to 
the twentieth century critic of orthodox 
tendencies who frowns at the frivolity 
of some of the customs. It was always 
a time for the better side of human 
u a r ire to be exhibited and for people 
to take gifts to each other in a spirit of 
peace aud good will. This kiudly spirit 
has been maintained until all over the 
world today it Is seen iii the merry­ 
making, the happiness conveyed by the 
glorious institution of Santa Claus, the 
steaming hot dinners presented to the 
poor, the frolic and the fumnaking in 
almost every home, and the gathering 
together for the yearly reunion of those 
whom circumstances separate for the 
greater part of the year. May the sea­ 
son never cease to be famous for Its 
power to brlug out the better attributes 
of men and women, as it did of old!

NO WORK FOR THEM TO DO 


The Same Problem Confronts Numer­ 
ous Ohio Cities, East Liverpool 
eluded—The 
Erring 
Escape 
Due 
Punishment Owing to Cost. 


Belmont county Is worried over a 
problem that has given the Colure 
biana county authorities no little per­ 
plexity. 
It Is that of the disposal of 
jail 
prisoners. 
The 
absence of any 
sort of a rule to keep them at work 
is the chief em barrassm ent. 
At present in eastern Ohio a man 
can commit any of the petty criminal 
offenses that are not big or bad enough 
for a penitentiary sentence and in a 
majority of the cases get off with a 
fine or if he does not have the money, 
as is frequently the case, gets off scot 
free. 
None of the 
towns, 
Bellaire, 
Martin s Ferry, 
Bridgeport, 
Barnes­ 
ville or St. Clairsville, have any means 
of disposing of the habitual drunks, 
keepers of disorderly houses, gamb­ 
lers or petty assault cases. 
The officers arrest a man and he is 
given a hearing; he is perhaps fined 
$5 and 30 days in jail. 
He has no 
money to pay and is sent to the county 
jail. 
The usual result is that he is 
turned out in a week by the county 
commissioners to save the expense of 
keeping him. 
That is the order of 
proceedings in nine cases out of ten 
So many of the people arrested for the 
minor offenses, who refuse to pay fines 
are of the habitual criminal class, who 
would rather spend a week 
in 
the 
warm county jail with three meals a 
day and no work, than to pay a dollar 
fine. 
Many characters, knowing there is 
not wrork for them to do in the Jail, 
deliberately commit offenses and plead 
guilty in order to g?t in jail. 
It is 
with this class of men that the authori­ 
t ie s are at their w-it’s ends as to how­ 
to deal with. 
It 1b rather expensive 
to keep these men in jail, feed and 
clothe them and have no work for 
them to do. 
Another phase of 
tho 
situation is lta»effect on municipal offi­ 
cers. It is no encouragem ent to them 
to prosecute these characters, who are 
a disgrace to a town, and then have 
them sent back to their old haunts af­ 
ter a week or two in one of the beat 
kept Jails in eastern Ohio. 
The county 
commissioners of 
the 
county are taking an active interest in 
the m atter and of late have had sev­ 
eral heart to heart talks with the muni­ 
cipal authorities In the towns through­ 
out the county. 
The 
commissioners 
recently have visited the workhouses 
at Zanesville, Canton, Massillon, Mans­ 
field and Cleveland in an endeavor to 
made arrangem ents for the satisfac­ 
tory disposal of jail sentences, but 
their efforts have not been very fruit­ 
ful. 
In several places they found the 
system little fe tte r than the Jail sen­ 
tence in the eoupty Jail, as the so-call­ 
ed workhouse Was filled with tram ps 
and there was no work for them to do. 
One of the most. active of the com­ 
m issioners has gone so far as to sug­ 
gest the revival of that old Implement 
of barbarism , the whipping post. 
Pay 
a man to do the whipping and the har­ 
der her whips the more his pay. 
It 
would not be long until there would be 
a noticeable decrease in the number 
of petty offense* committed by this 
class of men. 
For these reasons Bel­ 
mont county is considering the erec­ 
tion of a workhouse. A municipal rock 
pile, to keep the prisoners at work In 
the town where their arrest occurs 
and where sentence is imposed, is ad­ 
vocated by Mayor Davidson, of East 
liverpool, would 
probably 
diminish 
the Jail population and help to solve 
the problem. 
It would also result in 
offenders who really deserve punish­ 
m ent being compelled to serve out 
their tim e and to make some return 
fur their keeping.

In sending holiday goods through 
the mails, it would be weir for the 
sender to observe the following rules: 
Letters or other first class mail mat 
tor will reach its destination ever. if 
the full postage is not paid, because 
the remaining postage

collected 
from the person receiving. 
The same 
is not true, however, of papers and 
packages. 
Either packages or papers 
that do not have the required amount 
of postage attached must be held at 
the office until all postage is paid. 
If the officials do not know the sender, 
as Is generally the case, the mail very 
likely is thrown away. 
If the senders 
of that class of mail would take the 
trouble to put their name and address 
on packages the postoffice authorities 
will notify them of the fact that more 
postage is due or if for any reason the 
package should not be delivered it will 
And its way back to the original owner.

Jail Prisoners. 


NO WORK FOR THEM TO DO 


The Same Problem Confronts Numer 
ous Ohio Cities, East Liverpool In 
eluded— The 
Erring 
Escape 
Due 
Punishment Owing to Cost. 


Belmont county is worried over 
problem that has given the Collun 
biana county authorities no little per 
plexity. 
It is that of the disposal of 
jail 
prisoners. 
The 
absence of any 
sort of a rule to keep them at work 
is the chief embarrassment. 
At present in eastern Ohio a man 
can commit any of the petty criminal 
offenses that are not big or bad enough 
for a penitentiary sentence and in a 
majority of the cases get off with a 
fine or if he does not have the money 
as is frequently the ease, gets off scot 
free. 
None of the 
towns, 
Bellaire 
M artin's Ferry, 
Bridgeport, 
Barnes 
Ville or St. Clairsville, have any means 
of disposing of the habitual drunks 
keepers of disorderly houses, gam!) 
lers or petty assault cases. 
The officers arrest a man and he is 
given a hearing; he is perhaps fined 
$5 and 30 days in jail. 
He has no 
money to pay and is sent to the county 
jaiL 
The usual result is th at he is 
turned out in a week by the county 
commissioners to save the expense of 
keeping him. 
That is the order of 
proceedings in nine cases out of ten 
So many of the people arrested for the 
minor offenses, who refuse to pay fines 
are of the habitual criminal class, w ho 
would rather 
spend a week in 
the 
warm county 
jail with three meals a 
day and no work, than to pay a dollar 
fine. 
Many characters, knowing there is 
not work for them to do in the Jail 
deliberately commit offenses and plead 
guilty in order to gat in Jail. 
It is 
with this class of men that the authori­ 
ties are at their w it’s ends as to how 
to deal with. 
It is rather expensive 
to keep these men in jail, feed and 
clothe them and have no work 
for 
them to do. Another 
phase of 
the 
situation is its.effect on municipal offi 
cers. It is no encouragement to them 
to prosecute these characters, who are 
a disgrace to a town, and then have 
them sent back to their old haunts af­ 
te r a week or two in one of the best 
kept Jails in eastern Ohio. 
The county 
commissioners of 
the 
county are taking an active interest in 
the m atter and of late have had sev­ 
eral heart to heart talks with the muni­ 
cipal authorities in the towns through­ 
out the county. 
The 
commissioners 
recently have visited the workhouses 
at Zanesville, Canton. Massillon, Mans 
field and Cleveland in an endeavor to 
made arrangem ents tor the satisfac­ 
tory disposal of jail sentences, but 
their efforts have not been very fruit­ 
ful. 
In several places they found the 
system little better than the jail sen­ 
tence In the coiyity Jail, as the so-call­ 
ed workhouse was filled with tram ps 
and there was no work for them to do. 
One of the ipogt„-active of the com­ 
m issioners has gone s q far as to sug­ 
gest the revival of that old implement 
of barbarism, the whipping post. 
Pay 
a man to do the whipping and the har­ 
der her whips the more his pay. 
It 
would not be long until there would be 
a noticeable decrease in the number 
of petty offenses committed by this 
class of men. 
For these reasons Bel­ 
m ont county, is considering the erec­ 
tion of a workhouse. A municipal rock 
pile, to keep the prisoners at work in 
the town where their arrest occurs 
and where sentence is imposed, is ad­ 
vocated by Mayor Davidson, of East 
liverpool, would 
probably 
diminish 
the jail population and help to solve 
the problem. 
It would also result in 
offenders who really deserve punish­ 
ment being compelled to serve out 
their time and to make some return 
for their keeping.

In sending holiday goods through 
the mails, it would be welf for the 
sender to observe the following rules 
Letters or other first class mail mat 
tor will reach its destination even if 
the full postage is not paid, because 
the remaining postage

collected 
from the person receiving. 
The same 
is not true, however, of papers and 
packages. 
Either packages or papers 
that do not have the required amount 
of postage attached must be held at 
the office until all postage Is paid 
If the officials do not know the sender, 
as is generally the case, the mail very 
likely is thrown away. 
If the senders 
of that class of mail would take thi 
trouble to put their name and address 
on packages the postoffice authorities 
w ill notify them of the fact that more 
postage is due or if for any reason the 
package should not he delivered it will 
find its w ay back to the original owner.

W ithout doubt lightning was the first 
electrical phenomenon that was observ­ 
ed by Uumuu bt dugs. 
To this day It 
remains the least known aud least un­ 
derstood of natural electrical manifes­ 
tations except, perhaps, tile aurora. 
There is u vast deal of popular mis­ 
conception concerning the danger of 
lightning and the nature of it. 
The 
lightning flash Is h discharge from a 
cloud ut a high potential with refer­ 
ence to the earth 
When the atm os­ 
phere is charged with water vaisir and 
some eddy or current in its colder up­ 
per strata Is deflected downward, cuus- 
lug condensation, exceedingly minute 
drops of water are formed, each heap* 
iug nu electrical charge. The co n so li­ 
dation of these into larger drops results 
in a very great Increment of the i*>tcu- 
tial of the charge since the capacity of 
the drop varies with Its diameter ami 
tho volume o f the drop with the cube 
of tile diameter. 
The coma ques** of this is that It 
takes, for example, tight drops consoli­ 
dated to make tine of twice the diame­ 
ter of the eoi: titmnt drops, amt the 
chorgi' ou the surface of the con soil- * 
dated drop will la* four times as great 
ms that ii|nm the surfaces of its cle­ 
ment*. 
Iii this way. as the small w a­ 
ter particle* unite to form drops which 
fall us rain. the iHttcutiul of tin* charge 
they carry increases until It attain* 
enormous values, ami the lightning 
flash leaps to the earth, which may lie 
regarded simply as a body of very 
great electrostatic capacity. The dis­ 
charge, which is called lightning, is 
apt to be more or less destructive, al­ 
though the energy of an Individual 
flash Is perhaps not very great, lift en 
the conditions are such that the dis­ 
charge takes ou ail oscillating charac­ 
ter, producing violent sergings of cur­ 
rent. 
No very accurate mcaMircuieuta 
have U v u made upon the current In* 
voIvihI, but It is taken to be of the or­ 
der of 1,000 to 5.000 aui|K'ret<. 
The 
electro motive fort'* necessary to cause 
a flash a mile long Is probably several 
ndUIon volts, and of course the power 
of Hic flash measured Iii w atts la very 
great, but its duration is correspond­ 
ingly short. 
Protection of property ami life from 
lightning flashes has been a subject 
that has entrained the attention of 
nature, 
philosophers since 
Franklin 
sent up his historic kite. 
The net re­ 
sult of more titan a century of attem pt 
to secure protection has beata the light­ 
ning rod In Its more or less Inefficient 
forma aud the discovery that buildings 


of imHiern construction, having m etal­ 
lic roofs and often metallic frames as 
well, are practically immune from a t­ 
tack by lightning. 
The total num ber of deaths due to 
lightning in any gives summer is com­ 
paratively very small—in tile ratio of 
nixon ane to each 200.000 population in 
the United States. 
In cities the de­ 
structive influence of lightning is ex­ 
ceedingly small, although occasional 
tires are caused by IL, especially where 
gas pipes abound. 
Protection of electric circuits from 
lightning has been an interesting sub­ 
ject for research for a number of years. 
and several highly efficient devices 
huvc been constructed for Ibis purpose. 
Today lightning is little feared by the 
station superintendent and should be 
very little fen ri d by any one. 
The 
time honored rule that It is wisest to 
keep In the open and not seek the shel­ 
ter of trees Is one which com mon pru­ 
dence dictate*.

W ithout doubt lightning was the first 
electrical phenomenon that was observ­ 
ed by liumau beings. 
To this day it

tations except, perhaps, the aurora. 
There Is a vast deal of popular mis­ 
conception concerning the danger of 
lightning and the nature or It. 
The 
lightning flash is a discharge from a 
cloud ut a high potential with refer­ 
ence to the earth. 
When the atmos­ 
phere Is charged with water vapor und 
some eddy or current In its colder up­ 
per strata is deflected downward, caus­ 
ing condensation, exceedingly minute 
drops of w ater are formed, each bear­ 
ing nu electrical charge. 
The consoli­ 
dation of these Into larger drops results 
In u very great Increment of the poten­ 
tial of the charge since the capacity of 
the drop varies with Its diameter and 
tin* volume of the drop with the cube 
of the diameter. 
The consequence of this is that It 
takes, for example, eight droits consoli­ 
dated to make one of twice the diame­ 
ter of the constituent drops, and the 
charge on the surface of tin* consoli­ 
dated drop will be four times as great 
as that upon tile surfaces of its ele­ 
ments. 
In this way, as the small wa­ 
ter particles unite to form drops which 
fall as rain. the potential of the charge 
they carty Increases until it attains 
enormous values, and the lightning 
flush leaps to the earth, which may be 
regarded simply as a body of very 
groat electrostatic capacity. 
The dis­ 
charge. which is called lightning, is 
apt to be more or less destructive, al­ 
though the energy of an Individual 
flash is perhaps not very great. Often 
the conditions are such that the dis­ 
charge takes on an oscillating charac­ 
ter, producing violent surgings of cur­ 
rent. 
No very accurate measurements 
have been made upon the current in­ 
volved. but it Is taken to be of the or­ 
der of 1,000 to 5,1*00 amperes. 
The 
electro motive force necessary to cause 
a flash a mile long Is probably several 
million volts, and of course the power 
of the flash measured in watts is very 
great, but its duration is corresitoud- 
Ingly short 
Protection of property and life from 
lightning flashes has been a subject 
that has entrained the attention of 
natural philosophers since Franklin 
sent up his historic kite. 
The net re­ 
sult of more than a century of attem pt 
to secure protection has been the light­ 
ning rod In Its more or less Inefficient 
forms aud the discovery that buildings 


of modern construction. Having metal­ 
lic roofs and often metallic frames as 
well, are practically Immune from at­ 
tack by lightning. 
The total number of deaths due to 
lightning In any given summer is com­ 
paratively very small—in the ratio of 
about one to each 2U0.000 population In 
the United States. 
In cities the de­ 
structive Influence of lightning Is ex­ 
ceedingly small, although occasional 
flies are caused by iL especially where 
gas pipes abound. 
Protection of electric circuits from 
lightning has been an Interesting sub­ 
ject for research for a number of years, 
and several highly efficient devices 
have been constructed for this purpose. 
Today lightning Is little feared by the 
station superintendent and should be 
very little feared by any one.

He is In the United States just 
cow to superintend the placing in the 
Boston Public library of the five beau- 
tlful panels he has been working on 
for the past ten years and recently fin­ 
ished. The selection of Mr. Abbey as 
the official painter of King Edw ard's 
coronation scene caused a stir in this 
country. It is the greatest compliment 
ever paid to one of our artists. When 
finished, the painting will hang In 
Windsor castle nnd will be the only 
one there painted by an American. 
The eareer of the man to whom this 
grout honor has fallen Is full of inter­ 
est. lie is still comparatively young, 
for he was born In Philadelphia in 
IN"2. so that he will not be fifty years 
old until about the time that he begins 
work on what will undoubtedly be his 
masterpiece. 
When a mere boy. he 
manifested great talent for sketching 
and after receiving a good education 
studied In the Philadelphia Art school 
with the intention of becoming an il­ 
lustrator In black and white. Ile quick­ 
ly Jumped into prominence and about 
ls7(> went to New York to illustrate for 
H arper & Bros. His work caught the 
fancy of the public In a very short 
time, nnd he was soon very well known. 
The H arpers concluded to send Mr.

BEE BUZZES.

If now the pencil is moved aw ay 
from Hie eyes, which are to he kept 
fixed on the screen, it apparently pass­ 
es through tile mesh and becomes dou­ 
bled. lf now the pencil Is removed en­ 
tirely, it will be found tlmt the sharp 
Images of the combined images of the 
gauze persist, although the eves he 
moved nearer to or farther aw ay from 
the screen. 
Now bring the eyes up to within six 
or eight Inches of the plane in which 
the mesh appears to he and attem pt 
to touch it with the finger.

How to B oleti and P re p a re th e Biri! 
F o r th* Ta lilt-. 
Select a nice young turkey of ten 
pounds In weight, singe, draw aud 
w ash It quickly In cold w ater, then 
wipe It dry w ith a towel. 
Season the 
bird Inside as well us outside with one 
teaspoonful of salt in n il 
Soak one- 
half pound of bread two days old In 
cold w ater till soft, Inclose It in a nap­ 
kin and press out all tho w ater. Place 
a saucepan w ith one tablespoonful of 
lettuce and tw o tablespoonfuls of fine 
chopped onions over the fire, stir and 
cook five m inutes w ithout browning. 
Then add the bread, stir and cook five 
minutes. 
Remove, and when cold mix 
It w ith one pound of sausage m eat, 
season w ith one eveu teaspoonful salt, 
one-hnlf teaspoonful thym e and one- 
qbarter teaspoonful pepper. 
Fill the 
crop and body w ith this forcemeat, sew 
It up and truss nicely. Cover the breast 
and thighs w ith thin slices of larding 
pork, tie it firmly w ith a cord, lay the 
turkey In a roasting pan. pour over 
tw o ounces of m elted butter and place 
(he pan in a medium hot oven to roast. 
B aste freely w ith Its own gravy till the 
bird Is light brow n on all sides, then 
add a little w ater. 
Continue to roast, 
basting frequently till done. 
A turkey 
of ten pouuds will take two and one- 
half hours cooking. 
Place the giblets 
ln‘a saucepan covered with cold w ater 
over the fire, add oue teaspoonful of 
salt, and when It boils add a sm all 
onion. 
Cook till done. 
Shortly before 
Serving lay the turkey on a hot dish, 
remove the skew ers and strings, free 
the gravy from all fat. mix one table­ 
spoonful of cornstarch with one-half 
cupful of cold w ater, add to It the 
gravy, stir aud cook a few minutes,

SCHEME 
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The plan of the Pennsylvania rail­ 
road to tunnel under the various rivers 
th at n*oke M anhattan an Island and to 
have a station in New York and a 
term inus out on the end of Long Is­ 
land will revolutionize traffic 
from 
south and west to the east. 
It will not 
only be of Immense advantage to trav ­ 
elers to the m etropolis who in order to 
reach the city are obliged to depend on 
the ferries, but by establishing a sea 
port at M ontauk Point will out a day 
off the European voyage and m ake 
New York a way station on the route 
to London. The plan m ight have been 
carried out years ago but for the fact 
th a t the Long Island railroad w as an 
independent system . 
No sooner had 
the Pennsylvania road secured control 
of it than architects and engineers were 
consulted as to the stupendous enter­ 
prise now alw ut to be begun. 
Undoubtedly 
the 
most 
Interesting 
feature of these plans to the thousands 
of people who travel to New York Is 
the term inal th a t will be established 
In that city. 
It will do aw ay entirely 
w ith the discom fort and delay caused 
by the North river ferries. 
This ter 
Clinal station will be second to none in 
th e world and of gigantic dimensions. 
This cnn readily be appreciated when 
the great size of the site is considered. 
w hich covers four blocks and Is upon 
th e tract 
bounded 
by Seventh and 
Tenth avenues aud T hirty-third and 
T hirty-first streets. 
The dejiot w ill be 
erected nbove an underground term inal 
of equal size. 
From here tunnels are 
to run to Jersey City and Long Island 
City, m aking tw o big railroad system s 
practically one. 
The big term inal station In New 
York will be 800 feet long and WX) feet 
wide. There will be dozens of en tran ­ 
ce* for foot passengers and vehicles, 
and graded 
passagew ays will 
lend 
down to a great bridge which will clr 
cie the station over the platform s and 
trains. A curious feature will be an 
underground 
railroad 
yard 
where 
train s will be made up to m eet the ex­ 
igencies of traffic. T here will be a total 
of twenty-five tracks In use In the sta ­ 
tion. Electric elevators extending In a 
row clear across the building will be 
provided for taking baggage to and 
from the trains. The building will be 
au Imposing structure and will be built 
of masonry, steel and glass. The inte­ 
rior will be elegant beyond anything of 
Its kind now in existence. 
V ast as are the m echanical trium phs 
which will be accom plished by the en­ 
try of the Pennsylvania railroad Into 
New York over its own rails and with 
Its own rolling stock, the commercial 
advantages will m ark an epoch in rail­ 
road history. A double steel band will 
extend from the far w est to the far 
east. passing over m ountain and tu n ­ 
neling under river, w ithout a break. 
The plan as outlined will do aw ay en­ 
tirely w ith the construction of a rail­ 
road bridge over the North river. T hat 
project has been in contem plation for a 
dozen years, but has been opposed as 
not only too expensive, but as Inade­ 
quate for the purposes w hich the in-

m d can be constructed at a small frae 
lion of th e cost of a bridge. 
It is stated, In speaking of the eng! 
peering difficulties to be en c o u n te rs 
in sounding boti) the East ami North 
rivers, that experim ents have taught 
engineers the bed of the former Is ha, J 
rock, and in consequence the tunneling 
will be com paratively easy. 
The bed 
of the North river, however, offers 
much greater difficulties, so great. In 
fact, as to make the construction of a 
tunnel nothing less than the building 
of a subm erged bridge. 
For more than 
I 125 feet below the bed of the North 
river there Is nothing but mud. which. 
of course, hardens as it deepens, but 
not sufficiently for a foundation for a 
tunnel In which there is to be such 
heavy traffic. 
This underground passageway must 
either rest on a pile support with steel 
construction or. if a rock bottom |« 
wanted, tho engineers rn ist ?o to such 
a depth as will present g n a t difficul­ 
ties In tho w ai af grade and alignm ent. 
It Is estim ated the E ast river tunnel 
will cost about $8,(.)tKMAK) and the one 
under the North river $l<*,00u.<XH). but 
It will be an Investm ent which will 
yield a big profit to the Pennsylvania 
railroad because It will have the ad ­ 
vantage over all rivals of exclusive use. 
It is planned to have the tunnel cross 
so as to touch New York at Thirty- 
third stric t and continue in an easterly 
direction so as to enter a large tinder- 
ground station that Is to be constructed 
under the big term inal station. From 
.there the tunnel is to proceed east near- j 
V ttlong the line of Thirty second street 
and under the E ast river to Queens, 
connecting with the Long Island rail­ 
road.

tracks, and there will be four tracks 
in the E ast fiver tunnel. 
The Long 
Island railroad will have the use of 
tw o of the tracks and also joint use 
of the large underground station. 
The removal of the landing place 
from New York to M ontauk Point, the 
extrem e easterly end of Long Island. 
would effect a saving of from six to 
eight hours in tile actual tim e of a Eu­ 
ropean voyage. The distance from New 
York to this point by rail is 117 miles. 
A steam er train could m ake the run In 
about the tim e it takes a liner ordina­ 
rily to reach her berth In the North 
river from Sandy Hook. The distance 
by w ater from Montauk Point to the 
Sandy Hook lightship Is 143 knots, 
which is a run of about seven hours for 
the big liners. 
It was the dream of the late Austin 
Corbin, president cf the Long Island 
railroad, to make M ontauk Point the 
place of departure for Europe and the 
port of entry from the other side, and 
this dream is likely to be realized. Mr. 
Corbin projected a line of American 
ships to run from M ontauk to Milford 
H aven, on the coast of W ales. Ilia In­ 
tention w as to uip.1* upon congress the 
desirability of m aking M ontauk a port 
of free entry, w here foreign goods could 
be stored in bond for reshipm ent w ith­ 
out the paym ent of custom s duty. 
The trains in all parts of the tunnel 
will be operated by electricity in the 
sam e m anner as the recently construct* 
1 cd Orleans railway extension in Paris. 
! This will make the ventilation of the 
great underground passage a com para­ 
tively e a st m atter, aud there will be no 
smoke or dirt. The subw ays under the 
streets of N< w York will be at such a 
depth that they will not interfere with 
the constr net iou of any other subw ays 
projected by the city. 
The undertaking is the most stupen­ 
dous in the history of railroading In 
America, and it is estim ated the work 
will cost close on to $50,000,000. The 
prelim inaries are already under way, 
and it is said the work can be com plet­ 
ed in three years. 
The president of the Pennsylvania 
railroad. A lexander J. C assatt, who bas 
planned this big undertaking, has had 
a long experience In transportation a f­ 
fairs and is em inently capable for the 
perform ance of his duties as chief of 
the great system. 
Like many heads of 
great organizations, he has filled posi­ 
tions all along the line up to the top. 
becoming in this w ay fam iliar with ev­ 
ery branch of the business. 
Up to the 
tim e he resigned from the Pennsylva 
nla railroad In 1882 he was successive- i 
ly a rodman, an assistant engineer, 
general superintendent, general m an­ 
ager. third vice president and first vice 
president. 
Ile was elected president 
of the Pennsylvania railroad in 181)9. 
W illiam II. Baldwin. Jr., president 
of the Long Island railroad, which will j 
connect its lines with the Pennsylva­ 
nia road by means of the underground 
tunnel, w as elected president of the 
Long Island road In 1896, succeeding 
the late Austin Corbin. 
At the tim e 
ef his election to this position be w as
